'Missionary* Gift Studied

Miami Beach —(ft— A strange and ex- 


pensive "missionary" — described as 
packing more power than any preacher- 
was being readied today for service in Ja- 
pan. It's an atomic reactor. 


It will cost a half million dollars. 
The Protestant Episcopal church's gen- 


eral convention laid plans for sending the 
unusual gift to the Orient and elected the 
Rt. Rev. Arthur Carl Lichtenberger, bish- 
op of Missouri, spiritual leader and chief 
executive officer for the three million 
member denomination, effective Nov. 15. 


The 58-year-old Missourian was elected 


by fellow ranking prelates, the IBO-man 
house of bishops, at the church's triennial 
general convention. He succeeds the Rt 
Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, who reached 
mandatory retirement age of 68 for presid- 
ing bishops after occupying the post 11 
years. 


When a bishop is named to the church's 


foremost office, he retains it until be re- 
tires. 


The project to give St. Paul's university 


in Tokyo a nuclear reactor for "peaceful 
study, research and medical therapy" was 
cited as a means for a "powerful Chris- 
tian witness in Japan." 


It can "stimulate and strengthen the 


work of the church in the Far East with 
a dramatic force beyond easy understand- 
ing," a special committee, headed by Bish- 
op Oliver J. Hart of Philadelphia, said. 


In Japan, it said, people know little of 


atomic energy's Messing? but much of its 
curse — including the World war II explo- 
sions on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


For the church to take "this great new 


force and use it for good," the report said, 
will show "God's concern not only for the 
spiritual weUbeing but the total wellbeing 
of the whole man as no other missionary 
effort would."

Japanese firm has offered $140,000, so the 
convention's house of deputies, in approv- 
ing the plan yesterday,'cut the church 
share to $360,000.

A New Justice on the High Court 


Great System Brings World Newsas It Happens 


Judge Potter Stewart of Cincinnati has 


been named to the United States Supreme 
Court to succeed Justice Harold H. Burton 
who is retiring. The appointment was 
made within 24 hours ef the announce- 
ment of Justice Burton's plans to leave 
That fact is not taken to mean the choice 
was hastily made but rather that the Jus- 
tice Department had advance information 
on the retiring justice's plans and was 
ready with a recommendation. 


Since the appointment is made while 


Congress is in recess, the new justice will 
begin his work on the high court immedi- 
ately. However, a formal nomination will 
be sent to the senate next January for con- 
firmation. Since the court opened its regu- 
lar session last Monday the new justice 
will have had several months of active par- 
ticipation in the work of the court before 
his appointment is considered. 


Because the court has been under fire 


in Congress and out for some of its recent 
decisions, the new justice may be closely 
questioned and his record carefully studied. 
Obviously those actively concerned in the 
dispute over integration of the public 
schools in the southern states will want to 
know something of his attitude on segrega- 
tion. Others who have criticized the court 
for its decision in cases involving individual 
rights no doubt will seek to learn some- 
thing of the new justice's philosophy on 
this question. Some of these cases have 
arisen out of labor disputes and others have 
involved the prosecution of alleged Corn- 


The University Budget 


There were some self-conscious but 


realistic comments by members of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin board of regents as 
they voted their approval of a record high 
budget request for the next two years. 


In approximate sums of tax money, the 


regents ^proposed that the legislature re- 
lease from the state treasury $55 millions, 
or about $13 millions more than the rate 
at which they are spending for the institu- 
tion today. 


One regent, evidently voting with some 


reluctance although the approval was re- 
corded as unanimous, worried that the 
public reaction might be adverse. Another 
seemed concerned that he should have to 
vote without knowing as much about the 
budget as he probably should. When he 
has acquired some seniority he wfll also 
acquire more poise about such matters. 
Taking all funds into account, the universi- 
ty wants to spend at the rate of $111.000,- 
000 for the next biennium. We may doubt 
that this regent will be very expert about 
such a mountainous sum even at the end of 
his 10-year term.

people will come to know the new justice 
as they often come to know candidates for 
the presidency or for the United States 
Senate. It is presumed that the person 
named to the Supreme Court by a presi- 
dent has been investigated by the Depart- 
ment of Justice and that leaders of the bar 
have been consulted. In the present instance 
Bernard C. Segal, chairman of the Ameri- 
can Bar association's committee on the 
federal judiciary, has approved the ap- 
pointment as excellent, and Sen. Bricker of 
Ohio has said the appointment will have 
his strong support. 


Unless something unusual happens be- 


fore next January the new justice will be 
confirmed. The service of a Supreme Court 
justice requires technical training and the 
choice is left in the hands of those able to 
judge a man on that basis. The method, 
while something of an abridgment of the 
democratic process, has been most success- 
ful. There have been critics of the court be- 
fore but the court has lived and grown in 
spite of criticism and perhaps in part be- 
cause of criticism. The final test is the de- 
gree of protection to the rights of minori- 
ties and individuals that has been afforded. 
On that basis the court wins the decision 
for nowhere else in the world are those 
rights better recognized than in the juris- 
diction of the United States Supreme Court.

sought. He found a fair amount of gold 
and other valuables. Spain subsidized fur- 
ther trips and eventually the explorer was 
named governor of the lands he-had dis- 
covered in America.

dabbled in the slave trade and became ar- 
rogant and arbitrary. He so disillusioned 
his benefactors that they brought him 
home in chains.
